It had been objeéted, that the whole 
fubfequent account of which this adver- 
tifement is by Hi//faid to be a fine pre- 
parative, is in the higheft degree im- 
probable: Granted, fays Fiedding, but 
not impoffible ; and there is a — 
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of evidence upon which every fact, not 
impoffible, ought to be believed. Be- 
fore he attempts to prove that there is 
this evidence in behalf of Canning, he 
affirms as an inconteftible truth thatCaz- 
ning, after a month’s abfence, returned 
in the dreadful condition mentioned at 
the trial, and, taking this for granted, he 
fhews clearly that the improbabilities 
are greater, {uppofing her account to be 
fal{e, than fuppofing it to be true. 

Hill obviates the force of this argu- 
ment by denying the faét upon which 
it is founded, and indeed it could no o- 
therwife be obviated. In his opinion 
Canning did not return black, feeble,and 
emaciated, but red and white. 

The evidence by which Fielding 
would fupport the fact,confefied impro- 
bable, is the ‘defcription of the room 
and its contents by the girl, and the 
conformity of her evidence with that of 
Virtue Hall. 

Hiil anf{wers, That the defcription 
which fhe gave of the room before fhe 
had been carried to it, by the perfons 
who favoured the profecution, ought to 
condemn her. According to him, fhe 
defcribed it before the fitting alderman 
to be a dark room, in which fhe lay on 
écards, in which there was nothing but 
a grate, with a gown in it, and afew 
pidtures ; from which fhe efcaped by 
forcing down fome boards, and from 
which fhe had difcovered a coachman 
whom fhe knew thro’-a crack.

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Fielding’s Motives. 


To this account, in juftice to Mr Fie/d- 
ing, we fhall add his relation of the 
motives that induced him to intermeddle 
in this affair, becaufe great liberties have 
been taken with his character.

great reluctance he confented. He iflu- 
ed his warrant to apprehend all who 
fhould be found at We//s’s houfe, as dif- 
orderly perfons. Virtue Hall, and one 
Fudith Natus, were brought before him; 
before he had feen Ha//, he was in- 
formed fhe wouldconfefs the whole, he 
found her trembling and in tears ; he 
endeavoured to footh and comfort her, 
afluring her, if fhe wou’d tell the truth, 
that he wou’d proteét her. She defired 
fome time to recover from her fright, 
which was granted, anda chair order’d 
her, and after fome time he began to 
examine her, and continued to do it in 
the kindeft manner, till fhe had been 
guilty of fo many prevarications, and 
contradiétions, that he told her he 
wou'd leave her to itand or fall by the 
evidence againft her, and advifed Mr 
Salt to profecute her as a felon; upon 
this fhe begg’d to be heard once more, 
then faid the wou'd tell the whole 
truth, accounting for her unwillingnefs

The mercury in the barometer, has 
ranged within narrower bounds, during 
this inconftant month than ufual, and 
its tranfitions more confined. And in 
the thermometer, the variations have 
not been very remarkable. ‘The for- 
mer part of this month, as well as the 
conclufion of the laft, the weather was 
moftly fair, clear, and cold, the wind 
generally at E.orN.E. towards the 
middle it fhifted to the S. W. blowing 
frefh with gentle fhowers and temperate 
warmth; and {o continued to the end 
of the month. 

Diforders of the breaft were frequent ; 
feveral, young fanguine perfons eipe- 
penx had {pittings of blood, without 
much pain in the breaft, or difficulty of 
breathing : moderate evacuations, by 
bleeding and purging with {mal} dofes 
of nitre and the mildeft balfamicks foon 
relieved them. About the middle of 
the month divers complained of unu- 
fual headachs; attended with feverifh 
fymptoms, which were often very a- 
Jarming at the firft attack, but foon {yb- 
fided. They complained firft of pain 
or ftiffnefs in the neck, with dariing 
pains about the temples, and fo acute as 
oftentimes to raife the pulfe and heat 
confiderably. The external parts of 
the head grew fore, and to fuch a degree 
as it was painful to reft it on the pillow. 
Now and then the pains remitted, an 
hour or two, and again returned with 
their former violence, but § whole aba- 
ted in three or four days, and gradually 
wore off, leaving however a fort of 
uneafinefs about the head, which the 
patients commonly compared toa cap 
of lead, or fome heavy tubltance en- 
clofing it.

le your Mag. for May 1752, p. 217, 
you have publifhed an effay of mine, 
wherein I endeavoured to elucidate the 
advantages that would accrue from 
communicating the fmall pox by con- 
tact : but, as there is a very material 
miitake in that effay, I beg the favour 
of you to publifh this correflion, and 
the following hiftory. In p. 218 it is 
direéted to confine the infected lint on 
the arm by an adhefive plailter, which 
plaifter really aéts in the fame manner, 
only ina lefs degree, as acupping glafs; 
for it defends the parts from the preflure 
of the atmo({phere, and prevents the va- 
riolous matter from being taken up by 
the abforbent veffels ; and therefore it 
is not probable this method fhould fuc- 
ceed, if the 
it will, i telieve, as rarely fail as in- 
oculation, if the lint be confined bya 
digeftive pledget and bandage. Several 
have miftaken my meaning in the fubfe- 
quent paragraph, where, by the advice 
of that accurate phyfician, Dr Par/aws, 
I recommended friétion to be ufed to 
adults : But did not, by any means, in- 
tend to advife the infectious matter to 
be rubbed in, in the manner that mer- 
curial ointment is, to raife a phthyalifm; 
for this method would be liable to moft 
of the objections I have enumerated a- 
ainft inoculation: All L mean is, to 

ave the part well rubbed before the 
lint is laid on, and then to proceed as 
with children. 

Before I givethe hiftory, it may not 
be amifs to mention an attempt to com- 
municate the {mall-pox by contatt, 
which failed under the infpeétion of a 
very eminent phyfician; a gentleman 
who is particularly famous for his ex- 
traordinary fucceis in that diforder; | 
mean Dr Conyers, phyfician to the 
Foundling hofpital, who did me the ho- 
nour to fend for me, after feeing my ei- 
fay in your magazine. He acquajnted 
me with his intention to try it in the 
hofpital, and then I very much approv- 
ed of the method he propofed, which 
was, to mix the variolous matter with 
linimentum fapanaceum, and rub it flight- 
y under the arm-pits with the finger : 

was much perplexed when the Dr 
firft informed me that this method did 
not facceed ; but, afterwards upon re- 
fletion, this appeared to me to be ow- 
ing to the camphire, a great deal of 
which is in ‘the liniment, and which 
has but lately been known to be fo great 
acorrector of mercury, and may proba-

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bly be indued with a power of deftroy- 
ing the contaminating quality of the va- 
riolous matter; this {uppofition is more 

laufible, fince the ingenious Dr Pringle 

as obliged the world with. his moft 
accurate and {urprifing experiments, in 
which we find camphire among the 
flrongeit antifeptics. May not this 
teach us the ule of camphire in any 
ftage of this diforder when the patient 
is likely to fink under too great a putre- 
faction of the juices.

{cheme, which was, to mix fome vari- 
olous matter with pomatum, and rub 
his daughter’s glove with it,a fine child 
about 10 yearsold.

table muit alfo be-ealculated of ‘the dia- 
meters of the orifices proper to each re- 
gion, which mult be inviolably obferv- 
ed by the proper officers, by which 
means al} thetiwhabitants will beequally 
fupplyed, without-walle. 

Buc chis caution alone (tho’ twill ge- 
nerally hold) is-not fufficient where the 
pipes run a gréat way from the fources, 
becattfe “tis found that the velocity of 
the water is confiderably abated ina 
Jong pipe (fuppole of 1000 yards) bya 
natural caufe. which may be herealter 
explained, and confirmed by good . ex- 
periments, and a table made alfo of the 
proportions of this’ anomaly. There- 
fore ‘twill be convenient to avoid .the 
extraordinary length of the mains as 
much as may be, and not always to 
truft to orie fource, but to have upon a- 
ny confiderable eminence remote from 
the pond, a particular ciftern to be filied 
by a large main from the pond firtt, 
and from thence derived by branches ly- 
ing always, if poflible, in a declivity, 
otherwife the air will gather, and beapt 
to ftop where they bend upward, ahd 
filth will gather Where they bend down- 
ward. 

Becaufe there is one remarkable emi- 
nency at Soho /guare, Q foot iower than 
the. pond, and {6me thoufand yards re- 
more from the pond, it feemis very. te 
quifite that fheuld be a place for a pro- 
per ciltern to begin again the fevéral 
branches .that fiould be dividéd to the 
neighbouring parts. 

Thefe, I think, are the moft perti- 
nent direflions that fhould‘at firft have 
been obferved more regularly :' But as 
all cities are built by time and chanee, 
and not by ‘mathematical defigns ; fo 
the diftribution of this noble aqueduct 
hath fallen by ¢harice into the prefent 
economy, which-aliho’ it ferves pret- 
ty well the turn,-is capable of improve- 
menc in time ;.and the more, by how 
much jeaier it-can-be brought to fuch a 
Primitive ftate, as is hére rather‘wifhed 
for than adviled ; for an inveterate evil 
18 often better tolerated than charged : 
Yet much may ‘be done by time; ahd a 
fteady application to what is f truth; and 
in order to this, it will nct be amifs to 
recite the, principal faults thatin my 
final] obfervation have occurr’d to me. 

1. There feem to have. been: more 
mains laid at firit than aré neceflary ; for 
the old undertakers having expended

niains failed of carrying the quantity 
defired, being obftru¢ted by air, or‘filth, 
or-too long arun, 

z. There was little care taken of le- 


Bvels, and fo the lower parts of thetown 


have too much by a great proportion, 
and great waftes are there made, and 
accidental branches and leakage foon 
exhault a whole main, whereas the up- 
per parts and the moit remote were tco 
icantily fupply’d; for the water will af- 
cend up the hill very weakly, if drawn 


C off all the way, by branches laid upon 


the main, before it gain the level where 
it Should fpread into. particular cocks. 
3. ‘The ferrils which are put into the 
pipes, feem all ofa fize; which fhould 
- be regulated according to. the levels ; 
every region having its peculiar fize, to 
bring the force-of the water to an equal- 
itv. 

“Tho’ the officers feem men of inte- 
grity and induitry, yet they cannot look 
into hoafes ;-and when men have gota 
cock into their houfes, who ‘can hinder 
them from, putting on-more? unlefs 
their pipes be gauged with brafs-plates 


E, without doors; and without a comp- 


troller, who may make it his whole 
bufinefs to fee the company fuffer ho 
damage, I cannot fee how they can be 
fecure. 

I don’t find a fuperior plumber, who 
may fee: that orders be impartially ob- 
ferved, and hinder ‘interlopers from 


F medling with the cempany’s pipes. 


Having toach’d, in fhort, what mif- 
takes occur to me in the management, 
‘T thall néed fay no more, but that the 
may, in a great meafure be amended, if 
refpect. be had to the natural method 
before laid down. But being particu- 
larly requefted to tell my thoughts about 
bringing the water to Soho, and the 
higher parts of the néighbourhood, to 
which it comes but weakly ; and fome 
remedies being fuggefted ; the chief, 
mokt infified on by zhe officers of the 
company, was to have a. pump-engine 
fet at the pond, wrought by 3 horfes, 


H which by cranks dipping 16 inches, and 


working in 6 eight-inch barrels of brafs, 
each playing 8 times in a minute, which 
eugine, the undertaker afferts, will de- 
liver 60 tuns in an hour, and the 
charge 
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Charge of the fame to be under 300/. 
and the charge of the horfes 150/. 
per ann. My opinion of this propofition 
was defired, I think fuch an engine 
will coft very much more than 300/. 
‘ and if thefe 60 tuns an hour, be raifed 
30 feet high, to fall pain into the main, 
(which is propofed) 

not to be done by 3 horfes; which, if 
they are ftrong enough to work it, yet 
9 horfes are requifite for change, and 
2 mento look after the horfes. The 
engine itfelf, will {pend, in brafs, iron, 
wood, Jeather, and oil, more than the 
feeding of another horfe. Ifthe engine 
breaks, the repair is chargeable, and 
the while the tenants want water. A 
Tower muft be raifed for the water to 
rife, and flabling built for the horfes. 
Upon the whole Matter, !I think an 
engine is not advifeable, if the place can 
be fupplied without one, as I think it 

may. 
I went lately with fome friends of the 
company, and the officers, to . Soba 
Square; and opening that main, and 
caufing ail branches and cocks to be 
ftop’d upon the 6 inch main (tho’ it was 
not fincerely done) it filled a hogfhead 
jn 38 feconds ; if all had been ftopped. 
it would have ran in 30 feconds, that is 
atun in 2 minutes, which is 30 tuns 
an hour, naturally with one 6 inch 
main: byt it-is remarkable that at a 
ong run, a larger pipe doth not only 
yun more water than the leffer, accord 
ing to the {quare inches of the bore, but 
is lefs fubjeét to the impediments cau- 
fed by the ftreightnefs of the pipes, 
which I mentioned before by the name 
of Anomaly. So that I am confident 
a7inch main, running into a ciftern, 
day and night, built properly at Soho 
and thereabouts, would be more ufeful 
than an engine ; which is fubmitted to 

better judgment.

This mighty empire at that time 
received a terrible wound, and was juft 
at the point of being deftroyed. A vaft 
army of robbers and malecontents 
fpread deftruction and defolation over 
the country, and feized Pekin the capi- 
tal city. Ihe emperor ftrangled him- 
felf to prevent his falling into the ene- 
mies hands. The princes of the blood 
royal, who in feveral places were pro- 
claimed emperors, were killed. All 
now feemed ruin’d and loft. When 
lo! the Zartars, with equal valour and 
conduét, foon quelled thefe banditti ;

28, accounts of improvements in 
hufbandry occafions you the trouble of 
this. As my ftation of life has necefia- 
rily obliged me to live in the coumry 
ona farm which I am happy enough to 
call my own; fo living there has of 
courfe given me fome knowledge of a- 
griculture. The refult of my experi- 
ence I fhall freely communicate in this, 
and, if this is approved, in fome future 
letters. 
Philofophy, but, as far as 1 can judge, 
I take water, falt, and a fmall quantity 
of fine earth, to be the conftituent paris 
of all piants; the two laft I fuppofe 
conveyed into the plant mixed with the 
firft. I therefore imagine the chief 
thing to be regarded in hufbandry isa 
due difpofition of water; ground may 
be too wet for vegetation, if fo, which 
every farmer knows at firit fight, ic muft 
be laid dry ; but it may alfo betoodry ; 
where water can be turned over it, it is 
an excellent improvement, but that can 
feldom be done. ‘The art of a hufband- 


man then, confifts in preparing his D 


opr fo as to hold water enough for 
the ufe of his plants, but not fo much 
as to hurt them; alfo that the whole 
fhall be employed for the vegetation of 
the corn he propofes to raife, not on 
the noxious or ufelefs plants or weeds. 
As the latter is at prefent foreign to my 
defign,I thal] confine myfelf to the firft: 
Now it muft be confidered, ground 
may not hold water enough for vegeta- 
tion; if that is the fault, it muft proceed 
either from the natural fteepnefs of ir, 
or the contexture of its parts. [t may 
be fo porous and loofe as to fuffer the 
water to fink as foon as received If 
it is occafioned by the firft, there is no 
remedy but cutting it into fteps or beds, 
as the mountains of Fudea and China 
are faid to have been If it is oc- 
cafioned by the contexture of its parts, 
as {and or gravel, it may be remedied 
by Jaying thereon mar), clay, or chalk ; 
gravel our farmers well know to be an 
hungry foil, and that Jet them lay there- 
on what, muck they pleafe, it is gone in 
a year or two. In fand it goes not 

uite fo foop, tho’ much too foon for 
the farmer ; but let him lay on this 
ground Marl or Chalk he wil] find a 
vait profit. Ifhe has-no.marl or chalk, 
clay will do well, nay in fome grounds 
better ; for as clay is more tenacious of 
water than marl or chalk, it will anfwer

earth of any kind.——We have an old 
faying ; 


He that marls fand, may luy land; 
He that marls mo/s fuffers no lofs ; 
But be that marts clays throws bis money 
away. 
and the reverfe is equally true ; for he 
that fands his itiff Jands will get im- 
menfely. In fhort, my fyftem may be 
comprized in thefe few rules : 
1. If your ground be too wet,drain it. 
z. If too dry, water it. 
3. If too ftiff, lighten it. 
4. If too light, itiffen it. 
And as contrary manures will work the 
defired effect, 1 doubt not but whoever 
has {tiff land, and will be prevailed on 
to try fand, will look on a fand hole 
with as much pleafure as fome difcover 
alead mine. I know an eftate railed 
from 50/. togo/. per Ann. which was 
a flifF clay, only by fanding it, part o 
this fand was dug out of the ground, 
part came from a brook; the drift fand 
was laid on the ftiffeft foil. I know an 
eftate improv'd one third in ten years 
by clayingand marling. A field that is 
mine was fo light and hot, the manure 


G of cow dung did nor laft above 2 years: 


I marled it, and now cow dung will lait 
fix years. On the contrary, I limed 
fome years ago a ftiff clay field, and had 
no benefi:, but fanding it over, I have 
had noble crops. 

Here it is necefflary to obferve,I have 
faid nothing of fox earth, garden mold, 
and other carths; nor is it at all mate- 
rial to fay more. than that as they ap- 
proach to the light or heavy, the ma- 
nure mult be of a contrary kind ; dungs, 
foot, lime, and various other ma- 


Here, § 
however, I muft make this obfervation | 
that fand is moftly better than gravel ff 
to lay on fuch land, except on exceflive 
rank clays; and there the {mall weight 
of the fandy particles not being heavy e- f 
nough to fink them into the clay, gra- f 
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fiures, are excellent in the hands of the 
ikilful farmer ; but are by the ignorant 
of @ithrownaway. It is a maxim a- 
mong farmers, good land always pays; 
bad never will; and it is true; burt all 
land may be made to pay—by firft al- 
tering the nature of the foil fo as to 
bring it to be garden moui, and then 
dungs, lime, foot, &r. will anfwer all 
the farmer can expect. 

Compofts I look on to be excellent, 
better mixed than laid on feparately— 
and thefe fhould be proportioned 10 the 
lightnefs or ftiffnefs of land, fo as to al- 
ter it—For ftiff lands, there is no_bet- 
ter manure than lime and coal afhes ; 
where fea fand can’t be had-In the 
ifle of Walney in Lancafbire, by ufing 
fea fand to their clay Jand, their eftatés 
are trebled in value—And here I mutt 
take notice that tho’ 1 commend com- 
mon fand, yet whatever contains falt 
is certainly preferable. Lime {et over 
clay land that is fanded, will have an 
opportunity better to work onthe clay, 
than if no fand was there—«<If the rea- 
der will try one experiment it will 
prove the truth of what I fay ; {mix 
clay and fand equal quantities well to- 
gether, and fet’ it fome time in the fun 
and rain; he will find if become a good 
garden mold ; falt quickens the vegeta- 
tion of all plants, but they tay have 
too much: but as this is relative to ano- 
ther confideration of hufbandry it may, 
perhaps, be-further confider’d hereafter,

SATURN and bis Sympots. 
From the Antiquities of Bretcia. 


HE hiftory of the fabulous ages 
informs us, That Saturz was the 
father of ‘Fupiter, the moft antient king 
in /taly, under whom was the Golden 
Age; when, as ‘Zu/fin relates, men 
were not diftinguifhed by their great- 
nels or their riches, but were all equal, 
juft, and faithfal. Hence it was that 
im the celebration of the feak of Saturz, 
it was a cuftom, eftablifhed by an ex- 
prefs law, for mafters and fervants to 
fit all together at_the fame table. Hence 


the times of Saturn becamea proverbia! 
expreilion for happy times; thus the po- 
et, redeunt Saturnia Regna: and Sene 
ca to intimate that the rejoicings oi 
Claudius would be of no long continu- 
ance, fays, Nea femper erunt Saturnaiia. 
It is faid that Saturn had the fecret of 
fertilizing lands to fuch a degree, that 
they would produce ctops for many 
years after, without manure or tillage. 
On an antient marble we fee this in- 
fcription, Deo Arvalo Saturno Sex Com- 
modus Valer. VS. L. MM. But the . 
images of Saturn are generally repre- 
fentations of time: He is reprefenied

wings at his feet, and a lighted torch: 
in one hand, round which a ferpent 
imprefied with flars {pirally twines it- 
felf; and in the other a level andplum- 
met™ ; fignitying that tho’ Time feems 
f-ractimes to itand, yet it is perpetually 
upon the wing and flying away; that it 
is the fovereign it ok of earthly: 
things; that it difcovers, diftinguithes, 
adjuits, and at laft deftroys all things. 
Saturn therefore,as the fymbol of Time, 
was placed among the gods, whofe i- 
mages, actions, and attributes, are no 
other than fenfible, hierog!yphical, and 
allegorical reprefentations of natural ef- 
fecis and moral doétrines.

DEAR SIR, 

HERE is come to my knowledge 

a circumftance in the Botanical 
way, which [ fhould think not unwor- 
thy the notice of the curious, as it fets 
to rights a chapter in Dio/corides which 
has, by many, been reckoned {purious, 
becaufe they believed there never was 
any berries of juniper fo large as there 
mentionéd, but that [am deterr’d bya 


coniciou!nefs of my own incapacity of 


doing it, as it fhould be, and worth 
their perufal ; The matter of fact is 
this. I have got a juniper berry from 
Turkey *, which exactly anfwers Diof- 
corides defcription, B. i. ch. 87. I quote 
the Latin (not being very converfant in 
the Greek- original) Baccarum nonnulle 
nucis juglandis magnitudine non nunguam 
grandejcere, rotunda odorata, in manden- 
do dulces, fabamare. 1] fowed one 
or two ef them, but -to no purpole, 
nothing ever came up—I never {aw its 
Jea—Nor do I know to what fize its 
tree grows in its native place: But ‘I 
cannot avoid making this reflection, 
how many plantsin Diofcorides andPi- 
ny are reckoned by the moderns not to 
be in rerum natura, becaule they are not 
yetcome to their knowledge, not mak- 
ing allowances for different latitudes. 
Thefe large berries were gather’d not 
far from Diofcorides’s native place and re- 
fidence, fo that he could ‘not eafily be 
miftaken in what he advanced about 
them. ‘I fhould think fome of your lo- 
vers of rare plants who are acquainted 
with fome of our Englifh factors at 4- 
leppo, might eafily procure 4 quantity of

MONG other Mixorguin antiqui- 
“A tits are the covas, or caves,which 
have with incredible labour been {cvo- 
ped in the rock ; they are fo numerous 
and {pacious as to contain all the inha- 
bitants of the country in atime of dan- 
ger, and were uled long after the erec- 
tion of houfes as places of fecurity for 
the women, children, and moft valua- 
bfe moveables upon any fudden alarm. 
As to Roman antiquities there are no 
veftigia eicher of roads,camps, or build- 
ings. ‘There is a mutilated itatue not 
far from Mabon, and a Lar’s head 
in bronze was lately dug up at Aiaior, 
which is now in Mr Arm/frong’s pof- 
fefion ; there are alfo feveral Roman in- 
icriptions, but far the greater part fo 
fhattered that they cannot be read ; of 
urns and jamps there are-a great num- 
ber, the ‘earth of which they are made 
is well burned, and generally of a fine 
fiorid red colour, tho’ fome urns are of 
biack earth; it was probably imported 
from the continent : for all the potters 
clay of the ifland burns yellow, and no 
traces of a Roman pottery have ever 
been found.

The fardina-~is generally thought 
to be -a, {mall, pilchard, as. iprats » are 
thought to. be, young herrings ; but Mr 
Armfrong. oblerves. that ‘iprats have 
roes, proportionably fui} and turgid at a 
time wher-herring are-fhotten, and that 
herrings anc. pilehards are never found 
of the intermediate fizes between that 
which. is.fuppoied to be: their» full 
growth, and,a {prat. The argument 
from. the roe is-a good one,-but that of 
herrings being found in ali the gradait- 
ons of their fize, as it does not prove 
that there\are no herrings of. all thefe 
fizes, can fearce prove that the {prat is 
nota flage of the progrefion. There are 
other, fifhes common at Minsrca> which 
it is {carce worth while to; enumerate, 
except the cutie fiih, of which Mr 
Arwfirong obterves that the ink con- 
tained. in\ia.-kind- of -bladder, -when 
taken out, will become hard like a cake 
of Indian inky.and (is more -beauttint 
than dilier in drawing,-and works 
more pleafantly, 

. Atthe head of the feathered clafs are 
the eagle andthe vulture, who both 
feed uponjcarrion, and appear to exer- 
cjie,a kind of . difcipline, fome kéeping 
watch at a.diftance while the reft feed 
indeeur'ty ; astothe other birds they 
2re,nearly the fame as in England. 

The, foil.of the plain is lefs fertile 
than, that .of the rifing grounds, they

Florence, Feb. 16. The emperor has rejec- 
ted the propofals of the French farmers, tor 
the adminiftration of the publick revenues of 
Tufcany; and has fixed upon another compa- 
ny, compofed of his own fubjects, to manage 
thofe rever.ucs, whto are to enter upon it af 
the expiration of the prefent year. ‘The 
whe'¢ is divided into 20 fhares, of which hia 
imperial majefty referves 10 to himfeif; M. 
Richard, a gentleman ot Lorraiz, is to pre- 
fide in the emperor’s name, at the head of 
this company, as his commiflary ; all which 
is extremely agrecable to the Florentines. 

M. de Courfi, the new commander of the 
French troops ia Corfica, having, in confe- 
quence of orders: from his court to evacuate 
that iffand, begun to make difpofitions for 
this purpofe, by calling in the detachments 
which were pofte@in various parts of the 
country, the Corftent rofe and difarmied the 
French foleiers, nor would they permit them 
to retire: M. de Cour/ immediately difpatch- 
ed a major general to Czrte, to treat with M. 
Ga*orio, and at the fame time marched out 
of Baffia with-al! his forces, to the diftance 
of four miles, in order to wait the event; 
M. Gafforic, having been gained by the pio- 
mifes of the general, wrote circular letters, 
with orders to the Cor/icans to reftore the arms 
to the French foldiers, and ‘to let them retire ; 
notwithftanding which, the French were met 
in their march towards Baffia by feveral par- 
ties of the Malecontents, who atiack'd them, 
and kill’d two officers and fome foldiers ; af- 
ter which the Corficans took potieffion of all 
the pofts which the French had left at the 
caftle of Carte, the towns of San Pellegrino 
and Padulella, and thofe of Iola Roffa. ‘The 
French feem to have no other view than te 
withdraw their troops with fafety. In the 
mean time the Genoefe have fent a conficera- 
ble reinforcement into the iffand, in order 
to be bettér prepared for an event which rut 
throw every thing there into as great confu- 
fion as before.
